The accident was due to the care- 


lessness of the motorinau, John Ken- 
nedy, who allowed the car to approach 
too near the open dravv, and paid the 
penalty of his carelessness with his 
life. The thick ice iu the river alone 
prevented greater loss of life, as the 
car was only submerged two-thirds of 
its length endwise in the river. 


Conductor Peterson, who has been 


in the service of the company only a 
short time signalled for the car to go 
ahead, but when a dozen feet from the 
bridge he rang the bell for the car to 
stop. 
The motorman grasped the 


brake crank in n frantic manner and 
twisted it, bnt the «vheels slipped on 
the ice, and there was no time to reach 
for sand. 


The panic-stricken passengers real- 


ized as soon as the bell was rung that 
something was wrong, and when they 
saw the ear on the verge of the river 
all made a frantic rush for the rear 
exit. The conductor and one or two 
passengers who were standing on the 
rear platform jumped to the ground in 
safety. 
Savery, who was the first to 


rush for the rear door, never opened 
it. The instant he touched the door 
he forward end of the car toppled 
nto the river, carrying with i'. the 
leven people who had crowded to the 
ront of the car in desperation. 


The car gradually sank through the 


ce, and the fire in the car was in- 
tantly quenched. 
The women who met their death 


vere probably suffocated, as their bod- 
es bear no bruises, and they must 
lave been at the bottom of the car. 


Miss Wacholz clung desperately to 


Sdward Hoffman while he raised hirn- 
;elf from the water. Both would prob- 
ibly have been drowned but for the 
arrival of rescuers. Annie Albe was 
rescued in a similar manner.

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 5. — The Milan 


bank was robbed yesterday morning 
by five safe blowers, and 815,001)^ ia 
cash and $10,000 in Nickel Plate, San- 
dusky & Milan and Norwalk electric 
railway bonds were taken. 


About 4 o'clock yesterday morning, 


Cashier L. L. Stoddard, who lives over 
the bank, was awakened by a heavy 
explosion, and instantly divined its 
source and meaning. 


Without waiting to don his cloth- 


ing, Mr. Stoddard rushed down stairs. 
At the front entrance of the bank he 
was confronted by three masked men, 
who followed an order for the cashier 
of halt'by a volley from their revol- 
vers. 


Nothing daunted by the odds against 


him, 
Stoddard opened fire with his 


own gun. Several shots were ex- 
changed, with no other effect than to 
arouse Hie sleeping citizens of the lit- 
tle town, and in ten minutes fifty men 
were in pursuit of the robbers, who 
had been, reinforced by two confeder- 
ates who had escaped from the rear of 
the bank. 


On the outskirts of the town the 


burglars entered a livery carriage 
which they had in waiting, and started 
toward Sandusky. The pursuers were 
left iu the rear, but continued on their 
way to Sandusky. 


When the news (reached Sundusky, 


it did not take the police of that c.ity 
long to connect five well-known local 
crooks and gamblers with the affair, 
and two of them were boon un- 
der arrest. Their names are Edward 
htonghton, who has a saloon on 
Water street, and Sol Hirshberger, 
who spends lots of his time around 
gambling houses. 
Stoughton hired 


the carriage from Herb & Hocke'b liv- 
cry stable and returned it to them. 
The police believe that they will boon 
have the remainder of the gang in cus- 
tody.

The method of the burglars was the 


old plan — drill and dynamite —but the 
explosion was premature and they 
were frightened away after grabbing 
the first packages in the vault in 
sight. The bank was a rich concern, 
which fact was probably known to the 
wreckers.

collecting his money. Out of this grew 
a quarrel and Maple drew his knife 
whereupon Dye struck him and got hole 
of his arm which held the knife. In the 
a^uffla Maple freed his arm and began 
slashing at Dye. 
Dye attempted to 


ward off the blows and was cut across 
the hand and across the right arm and 
across the right ear. Maple then made

probably struck tho bone, and thus may 
have saved his life.

George Maple is about the same age and 
muscular, and is married, and lives with 
hie family, which consists of a wife and 
two children, one tnree years old, the 
other about eighteen months. They re- 
side on East Clay street, where he was 
arrested by City Marshal Lehman and 
Officer Williamson and is now in jail.
